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Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR 1. 114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicants submission filed on 11/10/05 has been entered. Claims 15-17 and 19 
are now pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a). 
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The compounds of formula I do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: The claims lack unity of invention because 
compounds of formula (I) do not possess single structural element that is shared by all of the 
alternatives. There is no common structural feature that is shared by all of the alternatives of 
formula (I). 

The special technical feature is defined as meaning those technical features that define 
the contribution which each claimed invention, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art . 
The feature is, thus, not special if it is known. That what is common here is the ring nitrogen 
connected to two carbons in a ring, which is known. 

The claims are drawn to structurally dissimilar compounds which are classified 
separately, require separate literature searches and are not art recognized equivalents. They are 
made and used independently. 

Note that compounds, corresponding compositions, a method of use and a process of 
making that are of the same scope are considered to form a single inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1, 37 CFR 1.475(d). Claim 17 is not so linked as to form a single inventive concept. 

. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Martin Katz on November 23, 2005 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of 1.B.68. Affirmation of 
this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 
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Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.

The elected compound was not found in the search. The search and examination of this 
application has been expanded to embrace compounds of formula, wherein "B" is connected to 
the ring nitrogen in "G" and "Xg" is connected to "L " Claim 17 is withdrawn from 
consideration because it is not of the same scope as the compound of formula I. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 15, 16 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

i) The last phrase of claim 15 recites the phrase "prodrugs selected from the group consisting of 
compounds wherein T contains a group which is hydrolyzed under physiological conditions and 
compounds which release A or B under physiological conditions." This definition is vague and 
indefinite. The group "T" already has COO-alkyl or COO-benzyl as possibilities. These are 
esters, which are hydrolyzable under physiological conditions. It is unclear what else this group 
"T" may contain. The scope of "compounds which release A or B under physiological 
conditions" is not determinable. One skilled in the art cannot say which compounds would 
release A or B under physiological conditions and which compounds do not. 
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ii) The definition of the group Xc is bungled. This group should be correctly rewritten to reflect 
that it is always carbon. The grammatical make up of the phrase does not make sense.
